Seeondly; the harbour 
ad to be made saltable for ships of tur of deep 
draft; Dock, Worshops, and Magazine had to be 
constrocted. As rogards tho sooward fortifica- 
tions the programme then laid down has been oar- 
riedout. A good choice was mado in tha parson of 
Mr. Von Hannekeo who,in spite of many difficul- 
ties, but favoured by the troublis theagoing on 
in Tonquin, was able to complete his work’ satis~ 
factorily. With the Harbonr works tho casa way 
qaite otherwise, Tho officiais placad in charga | 
ad no ideawf the magnitude of ths tisk they 
had undertaken;-and they ware so devoid of the 
most elementary knowledge of the nature of the” 
work that thoy did nat oven know how to distin- 
gnieh‘*betweon good and bad advice: They wore 
thus aot afloat ina sea of doubt. Ona day thay 
wished to go according to their primitive 
Chinese.‘ notion of Harbour work: then 
they thought to make o combination of for. 
eign and Chinese ideas;, and finally thoy, 
thought thoy wonld resort ontirely to foreign, 
methods of constrnstion, Thus it happened 
that the Fest Saperintendent of Harbour works, 
Ewang Taotai, ostimated for a dam which had 
to be constructed in order to effect the excara- 
tion of the Hastera basin at 6,000 tacls, Tho 
dam was’ “otod, consisting simply of mud, and | 
wag as might.be expeoted. soon swopt aay. 
‘The oost of ita constrnotion finally amoanted to 
30,000 taals. Hwang was subsequently discharg- 
ed and was eventually disposed of altogether. 
His successor, Yuen Taotai, on ‘ths resommen~ 
dation of Chow Fao, Haikwan Taotai of Tica- 
tyin, employed some Chinese enginsors irho had 
made a.niame for themselves in connection with 
river worka and who did their wark, so far as 
concerns the excavation of the Hastern basin, 
remarkably well. ‘The stone embankments, how- 
+ vy, with which the sides of the excavation 
were supported did not. justify tho application 
of Chinese engineering methods to suck work. 
Scarcety had those stone walls been put up 
when they began to aiiv down, aod thore is no 
doubt that what remains will have to be takon 
down. In this way muny tons of thousands of 
taela have been aselossly expended. hose mis- 
adventures lad at Iast to the employment of a 
competent (oraign enginser, who revised. the 
original plans, and incodsultation with the naval 
authorities fx»? on now plans ercording to which 
tho ombapk wents of the Kastorn basin, the Dock, 
‘Worshops and 5.10.18 ware to be constracted. 
Attar many cansultations new contracts were 
vvatered into for the purchase of materials on 
advantageous terms to China; and everything was 
arrang ‘to proceed vigorously with the works, 
under administrative superintendense of tha 
Chine dutthe foreign engineer baing reaponsi- 
bla for carrying ont the works. Then the French 
Syndicate, beaded by Mr. Thevenst, came to Tien- 
tain, They were employed by certain French iron 
founders-to sell their manufactures toChina. Tho 
Taotai Chow-fa took it into his head to submit 
the plans of the Gertian engineer to Thevenot, 
who, being anxious to obtain a. footing for him- 
self and his omployors, ay a matter of course, re- 
Ported unfavournbly of the Port Arthur En- 
ginesr. Tho Taotat thinking Thévenct niust bo 
a very clever man asked him to make ont plans 
of his own and to maka a contract for the whale 
work. Owing to_ the intervention of Mr. De- 
tring, Commissioner of Customs, the French 
plans were then submitted fo the German En- 
Lginear, who at once showed them fo he absurd, 
but the authorities seeing that betwean two op- 
posites hey nauld not ducide, calldd in an old ox- 
perisnced English engineer to raporton both. 
‘The Hnglish Bngiuesr supported the proposals, 
of the German man, and declared that hia lead- 
ing principles were in ascordanca with the bost 
technical knowledge of theday in Europe, As: 
to the Fronch, tender the Englishman pointed 
out threa fallacias of great importance. First, 
that Theysnet, instead of condemning the stone 
work of the. Taotais, agreed to prep it ap for o 
very small sam. Second, that Thevenot wanted 
to employ a kind of stone which everybody know 
would ‘not stand ‘exposure. Third, that if the 
work they inteuded todo was ocorrevtly repre- 
sented on the plan ths weasuremeut was deficient 
by more thon. 1,500 fevt, and though the price 
‘appeared on the surface to be cheaper than the 
German enginogr’s estimate, yet it really would 
be dearer if the proper quantity of work Wag in- 
eluded.
